To His Excellency, Silas Garber, Governor: 


Sre:-——Under the provision of Section 22, Article V of the consti- 
tution of the State, I have the honor. to submit herewith my first 
biennial report. 

The new constitution of the State of Nebraska, adopted by a vote 
of the people of the State, at the election held on the second Tues- 
day of October, a.D. 1875, creates the office of Commissioner of 
Public lands and bnildings. At the first state election held under 
that constitution I was honored by being elected to that office. I 
qualified and entered upon its duties in January, 1877, under the 
restrictions of the several acts of the legislature relating thereunto. 

The duties of the department of public lands and buildings are 
under the management of two separate and distinct boards. 

Section 19, Article V, of the constitution, creates aboard of pub- 
lic lands and buildings, and makes it consist of the Commissioner 
of Public Lands and Buildings, Treasurer of State, Secretary of 
State, and Attorney General, and gives them general supervision 
and control of all the buildings, grounds and lands of the state, 
the state prison, asylums, and all other institutions thereof, except 
those for educational purposes, subject to such rules and regula- 


-tions as may be provided by law. 


Section 1, of Article VIII, of the constitution makes the Govern- 
or, Secretary of State, Treasurer of State, Attorney General and 
Commissioner of Public Lands and Buildings, under the direction 
of the legislature, constitute a board of commissioners for the sale, 
leasing, and general management of all lands and funds set apart

for educational purposes, and for the investment of school funds, in 
such manner as mar be prescribed by law. 

These two boards met as soon as practicable after the adjourn- 
ment of the legislature and under their direction, I called in all 
records, books, appraisements, abstracts of sales, notes, receipts, 
stnb receipt books, and papers relating to school and other lands, 
in the possession or under the control of state and county officers, 
procured books and blanks, upon which I have made as full and 
complete abstracts of all the common school and university lands 
owned by the state, as the material at my command would admit 
of. From these records I am enabled to prepare and present the

INDEMNITY SCHOOL LANDS. 


Section 7 of the enabling act of the State of Nebraska, pro- 
vided that when sections sixteen and thirty-six have been sold, or 
otherwise disposed of by the United States, other lands equivalent 
thereto might be selected by the State as indemnity. 

The several lists of such selections, made by the authorized 
agents of the State, now on file in this office, amount to forty-one 
thousand six hundred and fifty-eight and 18-100 acres. Of this 
amount butseven thousand four hundred and ninety-nine and 45-100 
acres had been confirmed by the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office, when this office was organized in 1877; since that time we 
have succeeded in having twenty-five thousand eight hundred and 
forty-five and 20-100 acres confirmed, which leaves of the original 
selections eight thousand three hundred and thirteen and 52-100 
acres unconfirmed. Every effort has been put forth to reach a final 
settlement of these claims. 

In addition to the amount above stated, we have applied for the 
privilege of making other selections in lieu of the Pawnee and 
Otoe Indian reservation, amounting to sixteen thousand three 
hundred andeighty-nine and 56-100 acres for the Pawnee, and five 
thousand nine hundredand eighty-two and 93-100 acres for the Otoe 
reservation. This application was forwarded August Tth, 1878, 

nd will probably be allowed; in which case it would be necessary 
à) make the seleetions at once, and, to provide for the extra ex- 
pense we have asked for an increase of the appropriation for school 
land expenses. 

The following communication from the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office, adds to the amount heretofore enumerated 
three thousand eight hundred and seven and 50-100 acres of val- 
uable land, which has not yet been placed upon the records, owing 
to eertain elaims (not yet settled) against a small portion of it:

The said reservation is found to contain some 3,807.51 acres, in 
Sections 16 and 36, as surveyed pursuant to the act of Congress ot 
July 21, 1876, statutes vol. 19, pages 94 and 95. I am of the 
opinion that the land in the reservation referred to, which falls 
within sections 16 and 36, is embraced in the grant for common 
sehools under the act of Congress of April 19, 1864, statutes vol. 
18, page 47, except such tracts as may have been occupied by set- 
tlers, with a view to pre-emption, prior to the survey, and that for 
any tracts so excepted, the State will be entitled to select an equal 
quantityas indemnity. The district land offices will be so advised 
in order that the school grant may be duly observed.

NECESSARY LEGISLATION. 
FOBFEITURES. 


1. Thereare at present over three thousand contracts and leases 
in force, on which interest is delinquent from two to eight years, 
and under the present law said contracts and leases can only be 
forfeited by expensive litigation, the expenses of which would, in 
nearly every case, have to be paid by the State. 
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2. Many of the-lands now delinquent for several years, are as 
valuable as any owned by the State, and could be disposed of at 
once, if offered for sale or lease, and would increase the school 
fund a large amount each year. 

8. I would respectfully recommend some legislation whereby 
these claims could be forfeited, and the land again disposed of, 
after a reasonable time 


SELLING AT PRIVATE SALE. 


There is a large demand to purchase these lands at private sale, 
at the minimum price ($7), but under the present law they can 
only be sold at publie sale, and only once a year in each county. 
By selling at private sale, we could increase the “sales, but the av- 
erage amount per acre would be less, as those desiring land would, 
in nearly every case, purchase at private sale. Competition at 
public sale might force them to pay more than the appraised price. 

On the 6th day of July, 1875, Daniel Gregg and wife deeded to 
the State of Nebraska (by an act of the legislature approved Feb- 
ruary 17th, 1875, entitled an “act for the relief of Daniel Gregg 
and Nathan Simpson,”) the undivided two-thirds part of the north 
one-half of lots five (5) and six (6), in block six (6), of Nebraska 
City. . 

Said property was taken by the’ State in liquidation of a four 
thousand dollar claim against said parties for the moneys loaned 
the First Ohristian Chureh, of Nebraska City, October 7th, 1870, 
from the Permanent Sehool Fund, and includes a large brick 
church, which should be disposed of at once if possible. It is fast 
deereasing in value. 

A practical experience in the orerations of the law, enacted for 
the government of this department in 1877, discloses a few incon- 
gruities, and renders some additional legislation necessary. In 
conjunction with the commission to revise the statutes, I have 
spent some time in reviewing that aet, as well all statutes relating 
to the government and control of the public buildings and the sale 
and leasing of common school, university, and agricultural college 
lands; the changes made by the commission meet with my hearty 
concurrence and they contain all the additional legislation which I 
deem necessary. 

We cannot doubt that those entrusted with the happiness and 
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destiny of a great State, so ample in resource, will take pride in 
adopting liberal and generous measures, sufficient in themselves 
to foster, promote, and protect this liberal bequest of the general 
government, and thereby afford the priceless gem of education to 
all, from the poorest to the richest child in Nebraska, and which 
will do lasting honor to the State. 
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INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS LANDS.' 


The eighth Section ofthe act of Congress, entitled “An act to ap- 
propriate the proceeds of the sales of the publie lands, and to grant 
pre-emption rights," approved September 4th, 1841, granted. to

the lands granted to the State of Nebraska for works of internal 
improvement,” approved February 15th, 1869.

HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE. 
IMPROVEMENTS. 


Of the many improvements required, the principal one is more 
room for the accommodation of patients. This can be furnished 
by extending each wing of the building forty feet, which would 
_ give ten additional rooms to each ward, or sixty in all. The pres- 
ent stairways, difiing, bath and attendants’ rooms could be used, 
leaving the entire building for wards and sleeping rooms, and in- 
crease the capacity of the hospital for patients about seventy 
per cent. Another plan which has been suggested is to build sep- 
arate buildings for the officers of the institution and remodeling the 
second and third stories of the main building into rooms for pa- 
tients, 

By this plan about thé same number of persons could be accom- 
modated at a less cost for buildings, as about fifteen thousand dol- 
lars would build and furnish suitable buildings for the officers, and 
make all of the necessary changes in the present building. If this 
plan should be adoptéd, we would respectfully recommend that the 
several officers of the institution be required to furnish their own 
provisions, servant hire, &c., the State only to provide rooms, fuel 
and lights, and that their salaries be raised sufficient to cover the 
extra expense. 

The addition of one hundred and sixty acres of land to the pres- 
ent farm would add materially to the income of the institution, 
and conld be farmed by the inmates with but small additional ex- 
pense, and as the State now owns one-half section adjoining the 
Hospital farm, we would respectfully recommend that at least 
one-fourth of a section be set apart for the above purpose.

The Ra the superintendent that a portion of the 
grounds be fenced and supplied with shade and ornamental trees is 
endorsed by the Board, as it would add much to the comfort of the 
patients, without the present danger of escapes.

GAS, 


We would also respectfully recommend an appropriation for gas 
machine and fixtures. The amount asked for will cover the ex- 
pense of machine, piping and fixtures. This mode of lighting 
would greatly decrease the danger from fire, and lessen the cost of 
insurance correspondingly. At present the wards are all lighted 
with kerosene lamps, the danger from which is greatly increased 
from the irresponsibility of the inmates. 


WATER. 


We found the shpply of water for the Hospital limited and of a 
poor quality. We have endeavored toimprove both quality and 
quantity, by erecting a windmill at the river and forcing water into 
cisterns near the building. There should be at least two more cis- 
terns constructed in order that a sufficient, amount may be held to 
supply the demand when there is not sufficient wind to run the 
mill. 

The cost of the mill and piping was about seven hundred dollars 
and has been paid for from the proceeds of the farm during the 
year 1878, and from the board of foreign patients. This investment 
was made extremely necessary from the fact that the salt water 
formerly used was continually destroying the piping in and about 
the building 4nd would soon have compelled an entire overhauling 
of the whole system of water and steam pipes.

appropriated, more especially iu the items of groceries and provis- 
ions, furniture and clothing. ` 

The farm and garden have materially. helped in the item of pro- 
visions. Much of the furniture in the wards is nearly worn out 
and should be replaced, also the matresses and other bedding. 

That the Institution should be run with economy all agree, but at 
the same time these unfortunates should have sufficient of good and 
wholesome food, and be decently and comfortably clothed. The 
whole number of persons fed from the appropriation for the year 
1878, have averaged nearly one hundred and fifty, an actual cost of 
less than fifteen cents per day. 

When it is taken into consideration that the officers and em- 
ployees have at least some better food than the patients it will be 
readily seen that the food supplied jcannot be of Such quality as we 
would desire to be furnished our own friends should they be so un- 
fortunate as to be sent there for treatment. . 

Of the one hundred and-twenty patients now in the Hospital, at 
least one hundred have to be clothed by the State, and no class of 
people are more destruetive of clothing than the insane, and as the 
appropriation for the last two years has been but one thousand 
dollars per xear for elothing and bedding it has been impossible to 
keep them comfortably clothed, we; would therefore respectfully 
recommend an increase of the appropriation for groceries and pro- 
visions, clothing and furniture. 

The accompanying report of the Superintendent, Steward and 
Matron, are complete and satisfactory, showing in detail all trans- 
actions of the Institution.

INSTITUTION FOR THE BLIND. 


The Board of Publie Lands and Buildings assumed eontrol of 
this Institution on the 16th day of March, 1877, relieving the 
Board of Trustees, and at once proceeded to settle the outstanding 
indebtedness with the funds appropriated by the last Legislature 
for that purpose, and after some delay, succeeded in making a 
satisfactory settlement with the contractors and sub-contractors, for 
all claims for labor and material furnished in building the Insti? 
tution. | 

The only bills not satisfactorily settled are those of Samuel 
Bacon, the former Principal, which were presented to the Board 
without satisfactory vouchers, copies of which are attached to this 
report for such action as the Legislature may direct. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


The grounds have been improved by planting shrubbery, fruit and 
ornamental trees, vines, etc., thereon. The basement of the main 
building has been finished and furnished, and is now used for 
kitchen, dining room, bath room, laundry, etc., and adds much to 
the convenience and comfort of the inmates. 

On the 26th of July, 1877, the Board entered into a contract 
with Louis J. Meyers to build, for the use of said institution, a two 
story brick building, for work shop, said building to be fifty-seven 
feet long and twenty-five feet wide, to be built according to the 
plans and specifications adopted by the Board. The building was 
completed and accepted on the 22nd day of December, 1877, and 
found to be in every way satisfactory, and the work and material 
first-class. The building contains four large rooms for shops, and 
two basement rooms for storage, and will undoubtedly accommodate 
the Institution for many years for the purpose for which it was 
built. Of the three thousand dollars appropriated for said build- 
ing, there has been expended two thousand nine hundred and forty- 
three dollars and eight cents, leaving a balance of fifty-six dollars 
and ninety-two cents unexpended. 

On the 7th day of August, 1877, the Board decided to remove 
Samuel Bacon from the position of Principal and appoint J. B. 
Parmalee in his stead, of which action Mr. Bacon was duly in- 
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formed, and on the 4th day of September following we visited the 
Institution for the purpose of making the transfer, but found the 
building locked, and were one all refused admittance by Samuel 
Bacon, on the grounds that we had no authority to demand admit- 
tance. l 

The Board at once employed Messrs, Ireland and Watson to as- 
sist the Attorney Genera! to take the necessary steps to get posses- 
sion of the Institution, books and papers. 

On the 17th day of November following, the Supreme Court of 
the State’ of Nebraska decided that the Institution was under the 
management and control of this Board, but that they had no au- 
thority to remove or appoint its officers. 

A request was at once forwarded to the Governor for the re- 

moval of Samuel Bacon from the position of Principal, and the 
appointment of J. B. Parmalee, which request was granted, and 
Mr. Parmalee was at once placed in charge of the Institution, and 
has given entire satisfaction. 
In 1876 suit was commenced against the Board of Trustees by 
h Welch, for one hundred dollars, claimed to be due on his 
contract, t the time the Institution was 
placed under our charge. Albert S. Cole had been employed by 
the Board of Trustees to defend said suit, and has since had it dis- 
missed. His bill for services as attorney, amounting to twenty- 
five dollars, is presented with this report; also the bill of Ireland 
and Watson for services in the case of the Board of Public Lands 
and Buildings against Samuel Bacon, amounting to two hundred 
dollars. We would respectfully recommend that an appropriation 
be made for the payment of these claims. 

The accompanying report of J. B. Parmalee, Principal, contains 
a full description of the Institute for the last two years.

INSTITUTE FOR THE DEAF AND DUMB. 


On the 26th day of February, 1877, the Board of Public Lands 
and Buildings assumed control of this Institution, relieving the 
Board of Trustees, receiving all books, papers, ete., except those 
relating to the new building then uncompleted and under con- 
tract. - 

On the 5th day of April, 1877, we received notice from the Board 
of Trustees that the building was completed and had been accepted 
by them. 

We ordered it to be at once occupied by the female inmates of 
the Institution. This addition to the building is a great benefit 
to the Institution. They now have all the rooms required for at 
least one hundred inmates, with the exception of work-shop. 

On the first day of September 1878, R. H. Kinney resigned his 
position as Principal of the Institution, and J. A. Gillespie was 
appointed his successor. Mr. Gillespie comes well recommended 
from the Iowa Institute for the Deafand Dumb, and in the few 
months he has had charge of this Institution has shown that he 
has a thorough knowledge of the duties of his office in all their 
details. 

" IMPROVEMENTS. 
* We strongly endorse the recommendation of the Principal that 
at least two more trades be introduced at the earliest day possible, 
as it is one object of the Institution to make these mute children 
eapable of earning their livelihood in after years. An appropria- 
tion of three thousand dollars would build a suitable building and 
furnish the necessary tools. 
WATER. 


The great difficulty in this as well as in the other State Institu- 
under our charge has been the scarcity of water. In this case the 
evil could be remedied by the expenditure of a few hundred dollars 
in sinking a well and erecting a windmill and tank, two additional 
cisterns should also be constructed. 


FINANCES. 


Tt will be seen from the accompanying tables that of the twelve 
thousand eight hundred and eighty dollars appropriated for the 
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year 1877, uearly four thousand dollars was not used, and after 
paying the bills for December there will be a surplus Af over three 
thousand dollars for the year 1878. 

In addition to the appropriations made by the legislature, we 
received from the retiring Board of Trustees five thousand one 
hundred and thirty-four and 48-100 dollars as a*special fund to be 
used for the benefit of the Institution. A large portion of this 
money has’ been loaned to other institutions of the State. 

The following table will show the various expenditures of this 
fund and we would respectfully recommend that the amount of 
three thousand and ninety-five and 2-100 ($3,095.02) dollars 
loaned to the Penitentiary and Capitol Building be refunded, in 
which case it could be used for the necessary improvement to the 
Institution.

STATE PENITENTIARY. 


By an aet of the Legislature establishing the Board of Publie 
Lands and Buildings, we were directed at our first meeting to ad- 
vertise for proposals for the leasing of the penitentiary and peni- 
tentiary grounds and conviet labor. 

As provided in said act, advertisements were inserted in three 
papers of general eirculation, one published in Lincoln, one in 
Omaha, and one in Chicago. 

Said proposals were to be received until May 15th, 1877. At 
that date no proposals conforming to said advertisement had been 
received, and proposals were again invited by advertisements as be- 
fore. ~ 

On the 20th day of September, 1877, the proposals were opened 
by the Board and found to be as follows—time six years: 

W. H. B. Stout agreeing to pay all expenses of convicts, and the 
State to pay for same as follows: 

Sixty cents per day for each convict for the two years ending 
September 30th, 1879; fifty-tive cents per day for the two years 
ending September 30th, 1881; and fifty cents per day for the two 
years ending September 30th, 1883. 

Another proposal by D. Orowell, as follows—time SC years 
and three hundred and sixty days. 

Sixty cents per day per convict for first year; fifty-eight cents 
per day the second year; fifty-seven cents per day for third year; 
fifty cents per day for the fourth year; fifty-five cents per day 
for fifth year ; fifty-four cents per day for the remaining three hun- 
dred and sixty days. 

The proposal of W. H. B. Stout being the lowest, the Board 
awarded him the contract and directed the Attorney General to 
prepare the same, a copy of which is hereto appended.

BETWEEN THE BOARD OF PUBLIC LANDS AND BUILDINGS AND W. H. B

This agreement made and entered into at Lincoln, Nebraska, on 


this 22nd day of September, A.D. 1877, by and between the State 
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of Nebraska and F. M. Davis, Bruno Tzschuck, J. C. McBride and 
George H. Roberts, for and on behalf of said State, and as the 
Board of Public Lands and Buildings of the State of Nebraska, 
parties of the first part, and: William H. B. Stout, of Lincoln, 
Nebraska, party of the second part, witnesseth: That whereas, 
the above named Board of Public Lands and Buildings did, prior 
to this 22nd day of September, A.D. 1877, pursuant to an act of 
the Legislature, establishing said board and defining its duties, ap- 
proved Feburary 18, 1877, published in three newspapers of general 
circulation, which were published in Lincoln and Omaha, Nebras- 
ka, and Chicago, Illinois, advertisements for pealed proposals for 
the leasing of the State Penitentiary, and Penitentiary grounds, 
and convict labor of said State, pursuant to said act, which adver- 
tisement was in the words and figures following, to-wit: 


CONVICT LABOR TO LET. 


Sealed proposals will be received at the office of the Secretary of 
the Board of Public Lands and Buildings, of Nebraska, until noon 
of Thursday, September 20, A.D., 1877, for the leasing of the Pen- 
itentiary, Penitentiary grounds, and convict labor, for a term of 
not more than six years from October 1st, #877. The successful 
bidder shall pay all necessary expenses, including salaries of officers, 
guards, keepers, turnkeys, and other help, the heating of the build- 
ings, boarding and clothing of the convicts, and all necessary ex- 
penses, the State paying to the contractor a specified amount (not 
to exceed 60 cents per day) per capita on each convict. The time 
each bidder desires to lease the labor, and the least amount he is 
willing to accept as remuneration for paying expenses, he must set 
forth in his bid, and the bidder who desires the contract for the 
least number of years; and at the lowest rate per day per capita, 


` will be awarded the contract; said contractor to have the use of the 


Penitentiary grounds and buildings free. Bidders will be re- 
quired to file with their bid a certified check for the sum of $5,000 
as security for the filing of an acceptable bond in the sum of $10C,- 
000, collectible under the laws of Nebraska, in case the contract 
is awarded him’or them. 

Any contract entered into shall provide that the general manage- 
ment and discipline of the conviets shall be under the control of 
said Board and the Warden, and no contract will be made which 
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: shall deprive the convicts of any of the privileges granted by law. 


The Board reserve the right to reject any or all bids.

And whereas, by reason of the premises and by the considera-

The said parties of the first part hereby grant leave, devise, and - 
convey, to the said William H. B. Stout, as fully as by the said act 
and by law they are empowered so to do, for the term of six years 
from and after the 1st day of October, A.D. 1877, and after the final 
acceptance, execution and delivery ofthis contract, the State Peni- 
tentiary of the geg of Nebraska, and all the grounds, yards, shops, 
and outbuildings-connected with the same, and property belonging 
thereto, and agree to pay to the said Stout the sum of sixty cents per 
diem per capita for each and every convict in said Penitentiary for 
the full term of two years from the first day of October, A.D, 1877, 
the sum of fifty five cents per diem per capita for each and 
every convict confined in said Penitentiary for the full term of 
two years from the first day of October, 1879, and fifty cents per 
diem per capita for each and every convict confined in said Peni. 
tentiary for the full term of two years from the first day of October, 
1881, and until the full conclusion and termination of said lease; 
and also lease, hire, set over, and convey to said Stout as fully as 
by said act and by law they are empowered so to do, all the labor, 
services, earnings, and wages of each and all convicts that now are 
or hereafter shall or may be contined in said State Penitentiary, or 
sentenced thereto, during and all times for the full term of six 
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years. In consideration whereof, the said William H. B. Stout 
agrees on his part, at his own proper expense, to board and elothe 
all such eonviets in the manner prescribed by law, and to pay and 
defray all the expenses necessarily incurred in the maintenance of 
said Penitentiary, including the salaries and compensation of all 
necessary officers and guards, and the board of guards and other 
help therefor during the said full term of six years from the first 
day of October, A.D. 1877; and to restore said buildings, shops 
yards and grounds at the end of said term in as good condition as 
the same now are, reasonable damage by use, and wear and tear, 
loss by fire, the act of God and public enemies excepted. 

It is agreed that the salaries of officers and guards, and the num- 
ber of officers and guards, shall not be increased beyond the num- 
ber and ratio now considered necessary for the safe keeping and re- 
tention of the 105 convicts confined in said State Penitentiary at 
the time of making of said proposals as aforesaid. 

The said Stout is to have and exercise the exclusive right to as- 
sign convicts to trades and occupations, and shall furnish them 
with wholesome food and suitable clothing, in all respects in both 
instances equal to the average of that furnished to convicts in other 
penitentiaries in the United States. 

For all purposes as between the parties to this contract, ten hours 
shall be regarded as constituting a day’s labor, and the compensa- 
tion herein agreed to be paid to said Stout shall be computed, aud- 
ited, and allowed on the tirst Monday of each and every calendar 
month. All tools, wagons, horses, live stock, cooking utensils, appar- 
atus, and personal property of whatever nature which shall be de- 
livered to said Stout, shall be inventoried and appraised by two 
persons, to be agreed on by the parties to this agreement, and at 
the end of said term of six years, said Stout, shall at his option, re- 
turn a same or other articles of like kind and quality, to pay said 
appraised value thereof. 

The State reserves the right to make any and all temporary or 
permanent improvements and buildings pertaining in any manner 
to the Penitentiary, or any part or portion thereof, and the right 
to use the grounds and buildings during the time of construction. 

This contract shall take effect and be in force from and after the 
first day of October, A.D. 1877, and upon the execution by said 
Stout, with good and sufficient sureties, to the satisfaction and ap- 
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proval of said Board, to the State of Nebraska, in the penal sum of 
one hundred thousand dollars, conditioned for the faithful perfor- 
mance by the said Stout of all the stipulations and agreements on 
his behalf in the contract contained. 

The State reserves for the use of the officers and guards, the fol- 
lowing rooms: 

Two rooms now used by the Warden. 

The two rooms now used by the Deputy Warden. The Deputy 
Warden’s office and Library. . 

The necessary rooms for the Guards; said rooms to be in the 
main building. 

The parties of the first part guaranty the preservation of strict 
discipline, and for that purpose, and pursuant to law, retain the 
general management and control of said Penitentiary, Penitentiary 
grounds, and convicts, and the right to employ officers and guards.

REPAIRS. 


On the 6th day of June, 1877, the roof was blown from nearly the 
whole of the cell house, taking a portion of the rafters and roof 
boards, and nearly all of the tin. It was necessary that the same be 
replaced at once, as heavy rains were destroying the walls and 
ceiling. 

Work was commenced as soon as material could be procured, 
and the roof replaced at a cost of two thousand and twenty-one 
dollars and ninety-three cents, as follows: 


Carpenter work, lumber and nails.................... $ 325.70 
Tin, strips, paint and Labor... 1696.23 


Of this amount one hundred and thirty-five dollars and eighty 
cents were paid from the sale of hogs belonging to the Penitentiary, 
and the balanee from money in the hands of the Treasurer of the 
Board belonging to the Institute for the Deaf and Dumb. 

In May, 1878, the Board ordered a windmill erected, at the well 
in the prison yard and the same connected to the EC by 
pipes, for the purpose of supplying water. 

This was made necessary from the fact that the water then in 
use was causing much sickness, and on being analyized proved to 
contain impurities from defective sewerage, and was pronounced 
by the physician as unfit and unsafe for use. 

The total cost of the mill, tower, pipes, ete., was four hundred 
and thirty dollars and ninety-one cents, and was paid from money 
in the hands of the Treasurer of the Board, belonging to the Insti- 
tute for the Deaf and Dumb. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


The following repairs and improyements are needed for the 
protection of the buildings and the welfare and sate keeping of the 
inmates: 
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COMPLETION OF WALL. 


Over one-half of the wall around the prison and yard has no 


' coping upon it, and is being injured very much by rains and frost, 


and, if not completed, will be entirely ruined in & very few years. 
The wall of the cell house should be raised at least two feet to pro- 
tect the roof from the winds. 


TOWERS. 


: Three of the guard towers on the walls have not been built, but 
the materialis nearly all on hand and an appropriation of four 
hundred dollars would complete them. The

of this institution is very incomplete, and for the health of those 
employed and eonfined therein, should be improved if possible. 


HOSPITAL. 


There should be a small building built separate from the main 
building for a hospital, which could also contain cells for those 
sentenced to solitary confinement and for female convicts. 

The rooms in the main building, designed for female prisoners, 
are over the main hall, are very unsafe. The floors are wood and 
have twice been burned through by one of the present convicts, 
which compelled us to order a temporary room partitioned off the 
Chapel, where no attempt could be made to fire the building with- 
out being at once discovered. 


CELLS. 


The number of convicts at present, for which the State is respon- 
ble, is one hundred and twenty-eight, and at the ratio of increase, 
for the last two years. will increase during the years 1879 and 1880, 
over two hundred. To confine these we have but eighty cells.

The accempanying reports of the Warden, Physician, and Chap- 
lain give a full history of their several departments and contain 
many useful suggestions. 

We would respectfully recommend the raising of the salary of 
the Deputy Warden from nine hundred to twelve hundred dollars 
per year. This would be an act of justice, as to this officer much 
of the credit for the good discipline of the Institution is due. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC LANDS AND BUILDINGS. 


In this department, all of the books, papers, records, ete., per- 
taining to the lands owned by the State, are retained. At present, 
only two small safes are provided for their safe keeping. Many 
of these records and papers are of great importance, and are 
kept in wooden cases. An appropriation of seven hundred and 
fifty dollars is requested for a vault to secure them from danger 
from fire or other accident. Many of these papers could not be 
replaced if once destroyed, and others only at great expense. 

The following table will show the expenditures of this depart- 
ment from the several appropriations. The appropriation for 
postal expenses proved to be inadequate to the demands of the 
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office, and stamps to the amount of one hundred and forty-two 
dollars and fifty-seven cents have been furnished by the executive 
department, making a total of three hundred and thirty-nine and 
twenty-two one-hundreths dollars expended.
